On Dooembor 10, I960, a Traaa-Oanada 
Airlines pilot, Captain 0. 7ard, saw 
a spectacular flash of "aurora-like" 
oolorplay In the skies 3utuoday even¬ 
ing. Several other fliers In the 
air otrer eastern Canada and New York 
state also saw th© phenomenon. 

Cap ti. Ward of flight 455 said he sr»w 
the night "within two rolnutoc either

Flying in the vicinity of B'gotvllle, 
Clueheo, on a run from Seven Islands 
to Montreal, ho first notioad wlirt 
seem'd to be a olrcular aurora, 
reddish In color* Above the center 
rose "diffuse white cloud formation. 
The ''hole configuration booime 
brighter toward the contor, then 
radiated outward "almost lf.se an 
explosion." 


capt. WArd is certain he h&ir what he 
claims, because he established contact 
with a Lufthansa let in the vicinity, 
the captain and officers of whioh 
corroborated his report/ He soys 
that he and Lufthansa flight 420 were 
also in contact with an unidentified 
CF-100 Interceptor of the RCAF whioh 
substantiated the sighting* 

The personnel aboard a TG4 fUgfrt 
over Albany, N.Y. ooaraunlo^ted to Ward 
that they too saw the aerial display, 
but that to them the oenter seemed to 
be orange, not red. 

Added to the reports from trie three 
other planes, the operator at the 
Quebec City airport tower also con¬ 
firmed the brilliant lights. 

Ward said that the original red oenter, 
flashing radiating rings that rippled **•» 
brilliantly for about two minutes, 
reaching two distinct climaxes, aooh 
gave way to a steady rod glow,"which 
faded after about 20 minutes. 

Capt. Ward, who knows that he wasn't 
Just "seeing things'* because of the 
cubstantiation of ut least nine other 
people In the varied locations, is 
all the more puzsled, since there has 
been no public report, of the occur¬ 
rence.

tent that there is no such thing, has 
adopted the phrase "space travel In 
reverse" to describe the theory of 
those who believe flying saucers are 
visitors from other planets.

1 
referring to intelligent life elsewhere 
under oiraumGtsnces described by Dr f 
Ralph E. Lapp in a new book titled 
"Man In Space." The reason fer asking 
this question is that our present soc¬ 
iety could well be at the A,D» 2,000,00 
level technology today," Lapp sayg„ 
"After all, the evolutionary process i? 
keyed to statistical fluctuations, to 
random nutations. These could—on otho 
planets or on this one, evolve biologic 


The story goes on to say that Captain 
Ward is a reputable, experienced pilot 
and Is considered to be one of the 
best In TCA, The object was travel¬ 
ing at a moderately fast speed on a 
horizontal path. As lt passed to tho 
north of tho aircraft’s position and 
disappeared in the west, Captain Ward 
noted that it had a long blue tall.

Our taxes pay the oost 1 of this research. How long will we 
tolerate the oontompt of the leaders who keep us In Ignorance 3 
until the disease of.complacenoy becomes fatal to our nation? 
Remember that rqrvqaltog sentenoe in the U.S. Air Force manual 
which raised such a stink ih Washington in Maroh, I960? 

Several national columnists pioked it up: "The idea that 
Americans have a-right to know what is going on is foolish." 

This attitude toward.the public is common among military 
leaders. In fact lt.is drilled into them in service schools 
But that this shabby decention should be practised by scient¬ 
ists in a nation, whotlooka'to science for leadership is a tra¬ 
gedy of the first water. 

In his "Proceedings",for Jan. 15, 195* George Van Tassel claim¬

All of which brings to mind a signi¬ 
ficant item given to us by Rlc Williamson daring his 1959 
lecture tour. It occurred while he was in Europe in 1957 but 
for some reason was not carried by American papers. 

"At 11:15 a.m., July 15, 1957, the steel dome of the govern¬ 
ment astronomical observatory at Home, Italy burst into flame 
and disappeared in a few seconds. Professor Nomellini, of 
the observatory staff, was under the dome at the time. 

The burning and disappearance of the dome was such a shock to 
him that he suffered a heart attack and died."

MIAMIAN STIRRED ABOUT aAUOSRfl 

A recent announcement by the U.3. Air 
Force deolarlng "an end to the flying 
saucer era" has been branded hogwash 
by a Miami believer In UFOs. 

Norbert Gariety, 39-yoc.r-old Coral 
Gables photographer and editor of 
G.P.A.C^B. Magazine (it stands for 
3aucer Phenomena and Celestial Enigma) 
said yesterday he believes the U.S. 
Government "sooner or later" will 
oone out with the truth. 

And the truth, said Gariety, a veter¬ 
an of tha U.S.Air Force, Is that 
there are extra-terrestial spacecraft 
—from other planets or from other 
jolar systems. 

Gome of them are manned and others 
are remote-controlled from mother 
shipso And they've been looking 
larth ovor for years- 
Over a 13-year period, the Air Fbroe 
said It investigated more than 7,000 
reports of "flying saucers" and it 
aas failed to turn up a single inter¬ 
planetary apace ship- 
The A,?., said they're '‘astronomical 
phenomena, bright stars, oomets, 
meteors flying aircraft, weather 
balloon;;.. liras, kites, searchlights, 
mirages, Ijallvcinalions, eto• 

Lt* Col- Lawrence looker's reoent 
aook, "Flying Saucers and the USAF," 
emphasises that "no material evidenoe 
bau keen found* 

Said Claristy, "It ,.ieana simply the AF 
hadn't caught one jet--although there

Gariety became interested in spaoe as

Gariety said; "There are a lot of 
Miamians who believe in UPOb, but who 
haven't seen thorn with their own eyes.

"Successful Important space projects 
and missile programs of the U.S* and 
Russia have made Americans more 
aware," he said. 

Gariety quoted German professor Herman 
Oberth, who said that"UFOs do exist 
and are very real. They are visitors 
from outer spaoe." 

Astronomer nr. Howard Shapley, of Har¬ 
vard Observatory, once said that "ther 
are at least 100 million inhabited 
planets in the universe. We are 
not alone." 

Man doesn't know how life first origi¬ 
nates on a lifeless planet, but sinoe 
men are on Barth, he knows it does. 
Reasoned Gariety: "Isn't it fail* to 
suppose it has also originated on many 
other planets in apace?

Why don't the spacemen and women land, 
then?

Apparently, though, Gariety offered, 
they are not hootile. "They're Just 
friendly observers*"

Perhaps one of the most ur¬ 
gent tasks facing FIUTOC is to get out 
a small—and, alas, necessarily empi¬ 
rical—guide to etiquette on these 
occasions. There seems, it is true, 
to be no record of any of these saucer- 
foJJc taking offenoe, or behaving with 
anything but benevolent urbanity; but 
since there is, equally, no reoord of 
any of them- ever coming back again, 
we cannot afford to regard with oom- 
plaoenoy the history of our soolal 
relations with outer space.

As an example, the question of why 
the aliens aro here has resulted in 
the publication of a carload of 
different answers—all of them sugar 
coated. The believers of these tales 
blindly accept answers such as; The 
aliens are here to save us from war 
by stopping it before it gets started; 
the aliens are here to save us from 
the groat earthquakes which will pro¬ 
ceed a great change in the topography 
of our planet. 

The slaughter of 31,000 American men 
in the Korean war discounts the no 
war dream, even though non-terrestrial 
spacecraft vor»* seon in great numbers 
over the Korean battiefront during 
that conflict* The aliens have made 
no attempt to ovacunte areas which 
they apparently knew were going to be 
hit. by a violent earthquake.

earthquqhe# litlran, North Afrloa, 

Chile and-ithe .state of Montana would 
hardly give support to the so-called 
messages from the beings from other 
planets, that they would save everyone 
from such a horrible fate, even though 
all of tho effeotei areas reported 
spacecraft aotlvity before the quakes 
hit* 

To date, there is not so much ae a 
shred of evidence to support the 
theory that the aliens are here to 
save us from anything. There is, 
however, a mountain of evidono© which 
indicates that they are here on a 
’defensive 1 mission. 

It appears they will let uo carry on 
our wars as long as they do not 
threaton the planet. Their Interest 
in tho earthquakes would lndloate 
that they are interested in tho 
stability of our planet which is in 
orbit with other planets—possibly 
the aliens homo ports. 

After all, how would you feel if the 
plAnet Mara disintegrated and the 
remains started smashing into poor 
old Earth. 

Those who peddle fantastic tales of 
sugar and sploe and everything nice 
about the non-terrestrials, are lead¬ 
ing thousands of good poople down 
the road to great disappointment.

ration of Burbank, Calif,/" has paid -26,000 in fines for delivering to three 
airlines a number of Plectra planes that had been so inadequately inspected, 
they were considered unsafe. 

Eastern Airlines, inspecting two of the Jets last April some weeks after 
their delivery,/found an industrial-type vaouum cleaner in the fuel tank of 
one plane. 

In the fuel tank of another they found a rivet squeeze gun, 20 screws, and 
a piece of a paper oup. 

American Airlines, inspected 34 Sleotras last March and April, found instan¬ 
ces in 14 of the planes of missing bolts, bolts of improper length and 
bolts that had worked loose. 

Western Air Lines in October, 1999, found trash in the left wing area of an 
Slectra after Lockheed had conducted a major wing inspection. 

Western^ inspection of another Sleotre last April disclosed cracks in a 
wing seotlon ranging in length from 4to 33 inches and a aealii^ compound 
in soma of the cracks, ^nd of quote.

Inspectors, I imagine, are screened,^but humans being wh$t they are, perhaps 
the eoreeners aren't particular enough. Who screens the screeners? 

So, in a month or a year wo hear about another plahe cPash, Some W*7.0•' in¬ 
vestigators are too quickly inclined to blame a crash where a plahe appears 
to fall apart in the air and there is no immediate explanation,- on extras 
terrestrial origin or some natural element senerated in the air by too rauoh 
radioactivity. Perhaps these can't bo discounted entirely, but how about 
the human element? 

If you find this hard to believe visit one of your larger airports And in¬ 
spect the engines of a trans-continental plane such as a Vanguard, Britannia 
or a Boeing 70?. A few months ago a million dollar missile blew up because 
of a faulty .25# par.t. It takes many, many imperfect people to put one vory 
domplicated machine together and Inspect it from the time it begins on the 
drawing board to the time it leaves on Its first commercial flight. 

Air accidents are due to that human element much more than we would iike 
to admit. ' '
